Jonesboro Bank 
Holdup Nets 
Robber$18,000 


Jonesboro, May 18 — ?UP) — 


A statewide dragnet thrown up by 
Arkansas law enforcement officers 
had failed early today to flush the 
unidentified bandit who pulled one 
of the 
largest robberies in the 


state's history. 


Officers were searching for the 


lone gunman who made off 
with 


$18,670 from the Peoples National 
bank here last yesterday. 


It was the biggest bank robbery 


in Arkansas since Charles Chap- 
man lifted $25,000 from a bank in 
Camden in 1933. 


Road blocks and intensive inves- 


tigation had failed to reveal 
any 


tangible clues on the whereabouts 
of the Jonesboro bandit, 


"We've a got a good description 


of the man, but that's about all," 
Sheriff W. Y. Nash of Craighead 
county reported. 


The description was furnished by 


Miss 
Helen 
Veal, 
a 
Jonesboro 


laundry employe who said the man 
passed her carrqing a paper sack 
as he ran from the bank. 


She told the police he made his 


get-away in a late model car. 


Tony Falk, executive vice-presi 


dent of the bank, said the robbco 
was a smooth efficient operation 
apparently well-planned. 


"That man was only in the bank 


about a minute, he told officers. 


Falk and three other 
employes 


were in the bank when the robbery 
occurred. There were no custom- 
ers in the 
bank 
at 
12:50 
p.m. 


when the 
bandit, 
wearing dark 


smoked sunglasses, entered. 


Falk said that he,held a pistol 


in one hand and a paper bag 
in 


the other. He told a teller to put 
his cash in the bag — then cooly 
walked to a second 'teller »nd told 
him to repeat the operation, 


About $10,740 was taken from the 


first teller and $7,930 from the sec- 
ond. The money was in bills o£ 
five, ten and twenty dollar denom- 
inations.
